TROOPS AND SHIPS 
UNDER CONTINUING 
FIRE, U. S. REVEALS 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—The Japanese have made a 
‘small-scale landing on remote and rocky Attu island in the 
Aleutians group, the Navy announced tonight, and have sent 
ships in among the Rat islands in their first efforts to gain 

a toehold in the Western Hemisphere. 
| Both the ships and the landings 
party on Attu, the Navy said, have 
|been attacked by Army and Navy 
aircraft and a series of minor en- 
gagements was presumed to be 
still in progress. 

As a result of the attacks, the 
landing party has been compelled 
to retire from the vicinity of the 
village of Attu, only populated 
place on the island so far as is 
known here, and the ships have 
been driven out of Kiska harbor 
in the Rat group, wich is part of 
the Aleutian chain.

But there was no saving her and finally the order to 
abandon ship was issued. Her commander, Captain F. C. 
Sherman, was the last to leave her to go aboard an attend- 
ing destroyer. As he slid down a line from the deck to the 
water, the flames reached the ship’s torpedo warhead 
locker. There was another great explosion and moments 
later the Lexington sank. 

The Sims, a 1,570-ton destroyer commissioned in 1939, 
and the Neosho, a 25,000-ton vessel commissioned in 1937, 
were lost the day before the Lexington. The Neosho, with 
a destroyer escort, was heading across the Coral sea with

I saw them beat- 


en by internal fires started by ex- 


plosions which rocked the ship | 


hours after her Jap assailants had 
been beaten off. 

With her officers and men I 
slid 50 feet down hemp lines into 
the sea. I was picked up by life- 
boats of other United States ves- 
sels that rescued every one who 
survived the air combats, explod- 
ing bombs and torpedoes. And 


finally I saw her sunk by an 
American destroyer. 

“She never wavered. She kept 
her head up and went down like 
the lady she always was,” one of 
her executive officers said to me 
as we watched her flaming hull, 
still upright, sink at dusk on last 
May 8. 

The total balance sheet for 
profit and loss of the Coral sea bat- 
tle, however, was much more than 
two carriers to one, Although our 
forces lost only the Lexington and 
two other ships, the Japanese, 


least 15 ships, including three 
heavy cruisers, one light cruiser, 
two destroyers and several trans- 
ports and small vessels. They also 
suffered severe damage and the 
probable sinking of one additional 
cruiser and one destroyer and se- 
vere damage to more than 20 
ships. ; 

Our airmen and ship gunners 
shot more than 140 Jap airplanes 
out of the skies—120 of these fall- 
ing to our pilots. We lost 25 air- 
planes in air duels, and perhaps 
60 more went down on the Lex- 
ington’s decks.. We have no way 
of knowing how many Japanese 
planes were lost with their car- 
riers. 

For me the commencement of 
the Coral Sea epic was a notifi- 
cation last April 16. It came from 
the Navy and reached me at the 
Moana hotel at Waikiki. It told 
me to report for sea duty. I was 
to be at Pearl Harbor at 7 a. m. 
the next day, bag, typewriter, and 
toothbrush. 

I reported on time and to my 
delight was led aboard the Lex- 
ington, then barren of aircraft 
and strangely empty. I couldn’t 
understand as we threaded our 
way out of the harbor’s tortuous 
channel, why we were leaving 
without thé planes. 

“Are we going without our 
planes?” I asked the ship execu- 
tive officer. 

“They'll pick us up at sea,” he 
grinned.

And they did, hours later, when 
we were hitting a fast clip south- 
ward.

Details of our victory over the Japanese in 
the Coral Sea engagement, yesterday were 
made available to the public. 

It was a great victory. Losses inflicted on 
the Japanese there, plus those suffered by that 
nation in the Midway engagement, seriously 
will deplete the striking force of the Navy. 

At least 15 Japanese vessels were sunk. 

More than 20 were damaged. 

Our own losses were three vessels, the air- 
craft carrier Lexington, a destroyer and a 
tanker. 

Loss of the Lexington, which came hours 
after the battle was ended from gasoline ex- 
plosions, makes our damages not inconsider- 
able. We did not have enough carriers when 
the war began. 

Victories are never won without cost. 

They are victories because the cost to the 
enemy was greater. If we can win another 
while our planes and ships come from the 
factories and yards we will be ready for the 
proposed invasion sooner than we think. 

It must be remembered that to date we 
have not been able to take an offensive part 
in the war. We have been trying to hold on 
until we were strong enough for attacking the 
enemy where he lives. 

The proposed invasion likely will not occur 
before spring. 

When considering an invasion it must be 
remembered that at least a million men and 
equipment must be moved across the channel 
or the sea to Norway. Movement across the 
channel would require a week during which, 
and after which, control of the skies would 
be necessary. A move to Norway would re- 
quire three weeks. 

More victories, more trained men, more 
planes must come before an invasion.

Writing to War Prisoners 

The Office of Censorsdhip has worked out a 
plan to facilitate the sending of mail to prison- 
ers of war. All such mail will be concentrated 
at the Chicago office. The instructions are in- 
teresting. 

No letter should be written until the prison- 
er’s name is reported by the appropriate naval 
or military authority. 

The office requests that all correspondence to 
prisoners of war include in the address the full 
name and rank of the prisoner, his prisoner of 
war number, the designation of the prison camp, 
and the country in which it is located, followed 
by “Via Chicago, Illinois, U. S. A.” The upper 
left corner of the envelope should contain the 
words “Prisoner of War,” and beneath it the 
French phrase, “Prisonnier de Guerre.” If the 
letter is addressed to Germany, the equivalent 
“Kriegsgefangenensendung” should be added. 

Since postage is not required for regular mail 
to prisoners of war and to detained or interned 
civilians, the words “Postage Free—Franc de 
Port” should be written in the upper right 
corner where a stamp normally would be placed. 
On such a letter to Germany, “Gebuhrenfrei’”’ 
should be added. The sender’s complete name 
and address should be placed on the back of 
the envelope. Parcels may not weigh more than 
eleven pounds. 

The address of correspondence for interned 
civilians should include the name of the in- 
ternee, his number, the company or organiza- 
tion mumber, and the post office address, 
followed by “Via Chicago, Illinois, U. S. A.” In 
the upper left corner should be written “Intern- 
ed Civilian (Interne Civil),” and in the upper 
right corner “Postage Free—Franc de Port.” 
The sender’s name and address must appear on 
the envelope. 

When the prisoner’s name is so reported, and 
pending complete information as to his iden- 
tifying mumber and prison address, his mail 
may be addressed by name, military title and 
branch of service, followed by: “Formerly at 
Wake (Guam, Shanghai, or other location), 
American Prisoner in Japan, Care of Interna- 
tional Red Cross Committee, Geneva, Switzer- 
land, Via Chicago, Illinois, U. S. A.” 

This announcement will mean much to the 
mothers and fathers of American boys now held

UNLOAD THE CARS 
(The Valdosta Daily Times.) 

The basic principle of successful railroad 
transportation for military purposes can best be 
expressed in three words: “Unload the cars!” The 
surest way to cause transportation shortages and 
congestion is to leave freight in cars—and so, in 
effect, turn them into immobile wafehouses. 

That principle is not new. It was first ap- 
plied by General Sherman during the War Be- 
tween the States. In his memoirs, the general 
wrote that the great Atlanta campaign, which 
played so decisive a part in the war, would have 
been impossible had it not been for the 473 miles 
of single-track railroad which ran from Louis- 
Ville through Nashville and from Chattanooga to 
Atlanta. That little railroad was used to the 
limit, and no car was left unloaded and standing 
for a moment longer than was necessary. 

During World War I we forgot this principle. 
In 1917, the railroads turned in a remarkable 
transportation job. But, by the end of 1917, con- 
gestion and delay at terminals reached stagger- 
ing proportions. Yards and tracks hundreds of 
miles back from the Atlantic seaboard were 
blocked with cars standing idle under load. -At 
one time as many as 200,000 freight cars waited 
days, weeks and even months to be unloaded. 
The railroads, in short, had been put in the 
storage business through no fault of their own— 
and the misnamed “breakdown in railroad trans- 


_ portation” followed. 


In this war, the lesson applied by Sherman 
has been remembered and followed. Shipper- 
railroad co-operation has performed miracles, 
The cars are kept rolling—and they are loaded 
and unloaded with maximum speed. The rail- 
roads are carriers, not warehouses. And that’s 
the main reason why the railroads are breaking 
records now. 

“Unload the cars!” Better advice was never 
written. Keep the cars rolling, and the railroads 
will keep on doing the biggest job in all trans- 
portation history.

POST-WAR PLANT WASHINGTON, June 12.—After the war 

is over the United States will be left with 
a vast industrial production machine, the size and capacity of which 
will exceed anything the world has heretofore known. 

What Henry Ford is doing at his new Willow Run plant site 
is being repeated on a somewhat comparable scale throughout the 

country. There he is practically duplicating the 
enormous production facilities of his River 
Rouge plant, which at one time was capable of 
turning out about half of the annual output 
of new automobiles in this country. 

The Willow Run factory is being built to 
produce bombers to win the war with. After 
the war is won it can be used for producing 
one of a hundred articles entering into our daily 
lives. 

The Willow Runs, big and little, are spring- 
ing up all over the country. Production facili- 
ties of existing plants are being greatly expand- 
ed in literally hundreds of cases and new fac- 
tories are going up in places where none existed 
before. 

The sum total of this mass-production phase 
of our war effort is staggering. Nothing like 
it has ever been achieved before. 

Discussing the question of what we are go- 
ing to do with all of this greatly increased production capacity once 
the war is over, Mr. Donald Nelson, head of the War Production 
Board, has offered an illuminating insight into the future. 

“You can conjure up a nightmare for yourself if you choose,” 
he said in an address the other day at Columbia, Mo. “You can 
imagine that all of this activity will just stop, overnight; that the 
men who are now so busy will fall into idleness; that the marvelous 
energy and strength which are now being used so fully will some- 
how be dissipated; that the nation which so brilliantly found the 
way to produce for destruction will be utterly baffled by the prob- 
lem of production for peace. But I do not for a moment believe 
that anything of the kind will happen.” 

For a generation, Mr. Nelson says, 


EDGE OF NEW WORLD 
: we have been living on the edge of 


a new world, Only now are we beginning to realize it. 

By virtue of the vast production machine the United States 
is now building to fill its war needs, “the sum total of the world’s 
greatest possible output of goods, divided by the sum total of the 
world’s inhabitants, no longer means a little less than enough for 
everybody. . . . Poverty is.not inevitable any more.” 

The expanded industrial plant of the United States, plus those 
of our Allies, will be enough to assure all the peoples of the world 
escape from misery and degradation and povery. “We shall have 
the most magnificent opportunity any nation ever had.” 

These are the potentialities of the post-war situation as seen 
by the War Production Board chief, a hard-headed businessman 
who came up the hard war and who hag none of the whimsies of 
the dreamer about him. 

But if wwe are to utilize these enormous industrial resources and 
banish poverty, Mr. Nelson warns, we must carry over into the

MOLOTOV COCKTAIL When Vyacheslav M. Molotov signed 


a pact with the United States, guar- 
anteeing mutual assistance for a pexiod of 20 years, the same pact 
was being signed in England. 

The scratching of the pen was not merely the sound of pen on 

parchment paper. 

It was the death rattle of imperialism. 

The pact guarantees the peoples of the world some form of 
self-determination. This does not mean imme- 
diate and absolute sovereignty. It ought not 
to mean it. It is obvious, when war is done, 
that some sort of supervision will be necessary 
for at least a period of years. 

But imperialism is gone. You heard its 
death rattle as the Americans, the English and 
the Russians signed a pact whereby they agree 
to come to one another's assistance, not to take 
part in any aggression and to carry out the 
proceedings of the Atlantic Charter. 


This country sounded such a note on May 
30 when Undersecretary Sumner Welles spoke 
at the tomb of the Unknown Soldier at Arling- 

ton. The gist of his speech was this: 

“The age of imperialism is dead.” 
It is dead. It ought to be dead. It served 
a purpose. It began dying years ago, but the 
men who directed it would not let it die. There 
still remain: peoples not yet educated enough by the imperialists 
of the past; not yet trained enough, to govern themselves. There 
are peoples who must remain under some sort of supervision for 
any years to come. But, unless there are selfish men strong 
enough to change the course of planning, there will be no starved 

and exploited peoples when the war is done. 


HON. JOSEPHUS DANIELS I think the best summing up of 

this proposition was made ree 
cently by the Hon. Josephus Daniels, editor of the News and Ob- 
server at Raleigh. He is a young man who took over the editorial 
duties of the newspaper when his three sons were called to serve 
their country. He had done a masterful job in Mexico and he is, I 
think, one of our really great Americans. Which would explain, 
perhaps, why his three sons are blushing and proud because of 
the new vigor and the zest of the paper's editorial page. Always 
good, it is better than ever. He wrote: 

“There are still kings and queens, exiled in America or Eng- 
land, who deceive themselves with the illusion that after the people 
have won this war they\will return to their thrones and resume 
sway over colonies with ‘all the archaic trumpetings of royalty. 
That day has passed. Empires and subject people are as dead as 
the dodo. India and Africa and the Philippines and all countries 
will enjoy freedom and full independence, and peoples will no 
longer live under the control ot absentee kings and queens. _ 

“There are still people in Britain who dream that the empire 
as it existed in 1940 will be restored, and Petain and Laval in 
France think that the French empire will return as before Dun- 
kirk. It is a vain hope. The day of empire for Hitler, for Mus- 
solini, for Hirohito, for the kings and queens of Britain, Holland, 
Italy, Belgium and Norway will end with the conclusion of ‘the 
peoples’ war.’ They are fighting the Nazis to be free. 

“‘Free from demagogues or kings, 
From you as well as me.’ 

“That's what ‘the peoples’ war’ means. If this real goal of 
true democracy should be\denied at the peace conference, the seed 
will be sown for another great war 20 years hence.” 

None can deny that. Or part of it..Woodrow Wilson knew this 
more than 20 years ago. We know it now. It will be tragic if 
there are enough false and selfish voices to sway us the other 
way after the war. They will try. Of that we may be sure. 


INVESTMENT IN EUROPE It was amazing, when one 


looks back on it, that we al- 
lowed ourselves to be sold a story of selfishness and of special 
interests when the first world war was done. 

We had*gone into that war with a very real ideal. We had in- 
vested the lives of young men, our blood and our money. We had 
won the victory. Before us was the possibility of making possible 
the actuality of the ideal. 

A few tricky, shrewd men, cold and ruthless, began to work 
in the halls of congress and on the minds of the people. 

We turned our backs on the ideal. We threw away our invest- 
ment in blood and lives and money. We cast aside the dead of 
our farms and our cities and said their sacrifice meant nothing 
at all. We said that all the blood, the crippled, maimed men, meant 
nothing. : 

We went for a Harding and corruption and an era which 
shames us yet 

We had speakers and writers in those days who told us our 
young men had bled and died in vain. 

It is only now we are discovering that it was not they who 
died in vain. 

It was we who had lived in vain. 

If we go into another era of tariff walls; into another era where 
the imperialists of Europe are allowed to decide destinies of peo- 
ples, we will have another war in 20 years or. less.

My Dear Louise: 


You ask me to respect and sympathize with your friend Billy 
because he is such a fine charming boy and wholly sincere in his 
stand as a conscientious objector. 

Very well; I'll sympathize with him and grant his charm. But 
I’ll add that he is wholly wrong; and since he wasn’t taught the 
creed of non-violence from infancy, I have little respect for his 
ability to think. 

He claims and enjoys all the benefits of freedom, doesn’t he? 
Well, that freedom was won by war. And a man needn’t tell me he 
doesn’t believe in killing deer if he claims part of the meat. 

Billy thinks war wicked; he doesn’t wish to be killed; he thinks 
it wrong to kill others. So what? We all feel the same way. But 
when a man must choose between moral evils, he chooses the 
lesser—no matter how hard the choice. 

A free man has a right to his opinion, and a right to suffer for 
it, but he has no right to make others suffer for it. One’s rights 
end where another’s begin. 

People in India have religious scruples against killing cobras, 
and the result is that 10,000 people are killed by cobras every year. 
Has any man the right to protect these serpents when it means 
depriving so many people of the right to live? 

We have been attacked. Billy knows—for he is not a fool— 
that we must either fight or surrender our country to the Japs and 
Germans and make it another Norway or Holland or Occupied 
China. There is no other choice. 

Does Billy think he has the right to deliver America’s children 
into slavery, and deliver our women to the lust of savages, and 
sacrifice the freedom of his‘fellow Americans? He won't even 
claim such a right. He knows that other men will save our country 
by fighting. So he feels free to follow his conscience because other 
men will do what he considers wicked, and he will share the benefit 
without sharing the “guilt.” 

Sharing freedom imposes the moral obligation to share its de- 
fense. A man’s opinions don’t entitle him to special privileges. 
He cannot be right if the whole nation would be doomed if all men 
acted as he does. | 

Billy may be good and gentle, but don’t ask me to respett him 
on the ground that he is “willing to suffer for his opinions” by going 
to a camp for the duration. He knows he won't suffer, for he will 
be well cared for in a safe place while other boys are fighting and 
suffering and dying to save his country and his freedom. 

But I wouldn’t condemn him without trial, for I suspect he’d 
fight like a tiger to protect his mother or sweetheart from assault

At Chamblee 


Pen System To Begin 
Operation Late 
in July. 


A long drawn out controversy 
over the merits and.demerits of 
| the Chamblee-Camp Gordon wa- 
‘ter works system was on the way 
to a “period” yesterday with the 
announcement that DeKalb coun- 
ty has purchased the system and 
will operate it in the future. 
| DeKalb’s new $2,000,000 water 
plant is almost completed—it is 
expected water will begin to flow 
through its filters between July 
(15 and August 1, and the old 
Chamblee-Camp Gordon’ water 
company lines will be tied in with 
_the new  system—guaranteeing 
‘fresh, pure H2O0 to Chamblee- 
Camp Gordon residents who said 
they often went days with no wa- 
ter at all under the old system. 


Deal Closed. 


Scott Candler, commissioner of 
DeKalb county, and Julius Mc- 
Curdy, county attorney, closed the 
deal for the Chamblee plant for 
$25,000. W. S. Loftis headed the 
old company, which furnished wa- 
ter for Chamblee and Camp Gor- 
don since the days of the first 
World War. 

The Chamblee water works has 
been the target of many a highly | 
emotional word during recent 
‘years, residents ,recalled, and not 
so long ago thé mayor and his 
supporters wanted to take it over, 
'with the assertions that service 
just wasn’t up to par. 

And recently, the company it- 
self attempted to enjoin DeKalb 
county from putting lines into 
Lawson General Hospital and the 
aviation training base, but hear- 
ings on the petition were never 
held, it was said. 


Huge Network. 
The system will be a unit in the 


work which will merge with the 
Decatur city water works system 
and supply water to thousands of 
customers over an area covering 
between 65 and 75 square miles, 
including Decatur, Chamblee, 
Doraville, Lawson General Hos- 
pital, the naval aviation base, part 
of Druid Hills and south to Pan- 
thersville. 
DeKalb county is building a 
Chattahoochee and a new reser- 
voir and filter plant 2 1-2 miles 
north of Doraville. Though work 
will not be entirely completed on | 
the units by next month, it was 


enough done to start pumping wa- 
ter into the lines. 

And when that is done, Decatur 
and all its environs will have a 
completély adequate supply of 
water for the first time in years, 
The present Decatur city plant, 
drawing water from Peachtree 


creek, was too small for the needs. 


Candler said all agreements 
have been reached on the pur- 
chase of the Chamblee water sys- 
tem and that formal papers will 
be signed probably Monday. He 
added the county will not begin 
operation before July 1, because 
of reading the meters. 

He said the county did not buy 
the sewer lines owned by the 
Chamblee company but only the 
water lines.

WASHINGTON, Thursday—Yesterday afternoon the King of 
Greece was received at the White House on the south lawn by the 
President and his cabinet, with Justice Stone and congressional 
representatives attending. I was very proud of 
the formal salute given by our Army and Navy 
boys and the playing of the two national an- 
thems by the Navy band. It made a very 
charming ceremony of welcome. 

We sat on the south porch, had tea and 
talked for a little while. The dinner in the 
evening was entirely official. The President, 
both last night and this morning, had an oppor- 
tunity to get to know this ruler of a country 
which is today undergoing such terrible hgrd- 
ships.
